German supermarket renews interest in building on BP site

GERMAN supermarket chain Lidl has renewed its 
interest in building a store in Honiton. 

In September 2008 an application was submitted to East 
Devon District Council (EDDC) by the store which 
wanted to build on the site of the Heathpark Service 
Station — also known as the BP garage. 

The plan included demolishing the garage and creating a 
neighbourhood food store with up to 85 parking spaces. 

At the time, business owners in the town welcomed the 
plan saying that it would increase competition for the 
Tesco supermarket. However, councillors approached the 
scheme with caution believing the loss of the BP petrol 
station could be a disaster. 

Lidl then held an open day at Honiton’s Mackarness Hall 
in October last year. Hundreds of residents attended the 
event and gave the thumbs up to the Lidl application. 

However, in March this year Lidl pulled out of Honiton 
because a contractual matter between the land owner and 
the company could not be agreed. 

A spokesman for the company said at the time: “Due to 
a private contractual matter between the company and the 
land owner, which we have been unable to satisfactorily 
resolve, it is with regret that we feel compelled to 
withdraw this application.” 

The spokesman added that Lidl were still keen on 
bringing a store to the town and would possibly reconsider 
submitting plans if the opportunity arose. 

It now looks like any contractual issues have been 
resolved and last week Lidl resubmitted its application to 
the district council. 

Speaking to this newspaper a spokesman for the discount 
supermarket said: “I can confirm that an application was 
resubmitted last Lriday which is broadly similar to the 
application that was previously recommended for approval 
and withdrawn in March of this year. 

“This is because we have been able to reach agreement 
with the land owner on a couple of points which now puts 
us in the position to resubmit and implement any consent 
granted.”

Storage container 
site gets five years

UP to 75 storage containers and 30 
vehicles will be sited on land at Honiton 
Business Park, Ottery Moor Lane, after 
the application was given the green light 
last week. 

In July this year Paul McCollum, of PDM 
Self Storage, Sidmouth, submitted the plans 
to East Devon District Council (EDDC). 

The permission has been granted on a 
temporary basis and will last for five years. 

In his application Mr McCollum has said 
that the land will be used for putting steel 
shipping containers on for self storage and 
use for vehicle storage. 

The plan caused distress to several 
residents living within the vicinity of the 
land and dozens of letters of objection were 
sent to EDDC’s planning department. 

Rosemary Aplin, of Ottery Moor Lane, 
said: “Noise of lorries, especially the 


reversing alarms, would not be acceptable 
nor would the burning of rubbish. 

“There has, in the past, been plastic rubbish 
burnt on this site and the smoke has filled my 
house and garden.” 

David Thomas, of Oaklea, said: “Most of 
the inhabitants of Oaklea are pensioners, 
who purchased their properties to enjoy 
peace and tranquility in their latter years. 

“Some two or three years ago two lorries 
parked in the area in question. Every 
morning we were awakened by lorry engines 
ticking over at an ungodly hour. 

“Now we are expected to experience 30 
vehicles plus container cranes operating 
seven days a week, and floodlighting. This is 
totally unacceptable.” 

Margaret Bellion, of Exeter Road, added: 
“Already the junction at Ottery Moor Lane 
and Exeter Road is extremely difficult to 
negotiate with the few large vehicles that 
attempt to turn in and more especially out of 
Ottery Moor Lane. 


“In order to negotiate an exit from Ottery 
Moor Lane there will inevitably be delay - 
the containers are slow moving and a 
tailback will ensure in both directions.” 

However, despite the objections the plan 
has been given the go ahead subject to 
certain conditions being met. 

A spokesman from the district councils 
planning department said: “The proposal 
does not adversely affect the privacy or 
amenity of neighbouring properties. The 
design and external appearance of the 
proposal does not harm the visual amenity of 
the site and surrounding area. 

“No more than 75 containers and 30 
vehicles shall be stored on the site at any one 
time and the containers shall only be single 
stacked. 

“The use permitted shall not take place 
other than between the hours of 7 am to 7pm 
Monday to Fridays and 8am to 1pm 
Saturdays. The use shall not operate on 
Sundays.”

Devon county councillor for the village 
Roger Giles was joined by district councillor 
Ray Bloxham, Ottery town councillor Claire 
Wright and the east area highways manager 
from Devon County Council Paul Wilson. 

High on the list for discussion was the 
proposed footway along West Hill Road and 
the proposed village gateway. 

Dan Jelly, chairman of the West Hill 


Residents’ Association, said: “We had a 
really good session with Paul Wilson and the 
councillors and there was a large degree of 
agreement. Councillor Giles has championed 
these schemes and the assoication is working 
closely with him to bring them to fruition. 

“We are grateful to Paul Wilson and the 
councillors for their co-operation and 
support.”

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Met concerns 

ONE year on from the floods that 
devasted parts of Ottery St Mary 
and the surrounding areas, 
concerns have been expressed 
about the proposed Met Office 
privatisation. 

Roger Giles, county councillor for 
the Ottery rural ward, which includes 
some of the worst hit communities of 
last year’s flooding, has penned a 
letter to the prospective MP for the 
area and current east Devon MP, 
Hugo Swire. 

In his letter Mr Giles has warned 
that a privatisation would have a 
significant impact on Ottery and 
other flood-sensitive areas. 

Mr Giles said: “Accurate weather 
forecasting and flood warnings are 
vitally important as a key element of 
reducing flood risk. I am most 
concerned that privatisation of the 
Met Office might well reduce the 
availability and quality of weather 
forecasts and flood warnings because 
of less staff, and also the possibility 
that a privatised Met Office might be 
looking to make a charge for such 
services — thus affecting the 
availability and take up.” 

He added: “There are many reasons 
for concern about the proposal to 
privatise the Met Office. The impact 
on very many of my constiuents, the 
effect on the east Devon economy, the 
impact on communities at risk of 
flooding and the impact on the battle 
against climate change. I hope very 
much that Hugo Swire will recognise 
these concerns.”

Trust chief responds 


THE chief executive of the Devon 
Partnership NHS Trust has issued a 
response to claims that a specialist 
dementia unit in Honiton could be 
closed permanently. 

Services at The Bungalow have been 
temporarily suspended since July this year. 

During a recent Honiton Town Council 
meeting, residents and councillors were 
concerned that the temporary closure could 
lead to permanent closure. 

Since that meeting, a campaign has been 
launched to try to reopen The Bungalow as 
soon as possible. 

However, Iain Tulley, chief executive of the 
trust, says he understands the concerns and 
has called for a public debate about the 
challenges in providing better services for 
people with mental health needs. 

He said: “I fully understand the concern of 


local people about the future of their services 
and I actively welcome the opportunity for a 
public debate about the challenges facing all 
of us in providing better services for older 
people with mental health needs. It is a 
subject that gets far too little attention. 

“The challenge in Honiton, and across the 
county, is very simple. We have a rapidly 
expanding population of older people with 
an ever-increasing level of need for services. 

“By 2021, around one person in nine over 
65 in Devon will have dementia, and many 
others will have other mental illnesses 
requiring specialist help and support. 

“We have to put plans in place to meet the 
needs of this growing number of people — 
and do it within the limited resources at our 
disposal. 

“We know we can’t achieve this by leaving 
things as they are. We won’t be able to 
provide care for all the people who need it. 


and we won’t be able to provide the right 
type of care either. 

“By this, I mean proper early intervention 
and care planning for people with dementia, 
robust crisis and home treatment services 
when people need them and high quality 
support for carers. 

“We also know that we will always need 
hospital beds — in safe, modern 
environments — for a very small number of 
severely unwell people. 

“In achieving the right balance between 
hospital and community services, we will 
need to work with local communities to 
make some important and, sometimes, 
difficult decisions. 

“We face some very real challenges, 
particularly in the current economic climate, 
and want to work with local people to design 
the best possible services for older people 
with mental health needs.” 


Local concerns 
over post strike 

POSTAL services across east Devon were 
affected last weekend as a planned strike went 
ahead. 

Dozens of concerned residents contacted this 
newspaper to say they were worried about the 
industrial action being taken by postmen and women in 
Seaton, Axminster and the surrounding areas. 

Many thought that local posties were on strike during 
the working week. However, a spokesman for Royal 
Mail has denied that there were any protests during the 
week but did say strike action was planned for 
Saturday, October 31st. 

She said: “Delivery postmen and women have been 
working as normal over the last few days but have been 
called out on strike by the Co mm unication Workers 
Union (CWU) on Saturday, October 31st. 

“This means that unfortunately there is likely to be 
disruption locally with limited services on the 
Saturday. 

“We will be doing everything we can to keep mail 
moving and to restore normal service as quickly as 
possible. 

“Post Office branches and Parcelforce Worldwide 
services are not affected by these strikes. We are 
updating our website every day with the latest 
information and advice for customers.” 

Strike action did take place at mail centres and 
distribution units on Thursday, October 29th, and at 
manual data entry centres on Friday, October 30th. 

According to the Royal Mail this wouldn’t affect 
deliveries. The CWU is currently protesting over 
working hours and pay. For more industrial action 
information visit www.royalmail.com/serviceupdates.

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FLOOD PREVENTION 
PLANS INTRODUCED

ONE year on from the floods 
that caused devastation across 
east Devon, a number of flood 
prevention initiatives have been 
introduced by the Environment 
Ageny, East Devon District 
Council (EDDC) and Devon 
County Council (DCC). 

Following the incident, the multi¬ 
agency East Devon Flood Recovery 
Group was set up to look at all the 
issues that may have caused the 
flooding. 

Over the past year, the group has 
re-examined flood prevention 
arrangements and also produced a 
detailed plan of improvements to 
help reduce flood risk and impact 
in the future. 

Gordon Trapmore, area flood risk 
manager for the Environment 
Agency, said: “Working together as 
a partnership we have achieved a 
lot in the past year, but it isn’t 
stopping now. 

“Work is ongoing to identify 
ways in which we can further 
strengthen local flood protection. 

“Extensive research has shown 
that the way land was managed was 
one of the factors contributing to 
the high level of run-off.” 

Projects to have been successfuly 
rolled out include; working with 


parish councils on preparing flood 
plans; transferring responsibility 
for a number of new watercourses 
giving the Environment Agency 
greater control over developers and 
owners; improvement works to the 
flood scheme in Ottery St Mary and 
collating and mapping all the main 
drainage assets and flood risk areas 
across the district. 

Stuart Hughes, DCC cabinet 
member for Highways and 
Transportation, said: “We have to 
remember that last year’s floods 
turned a lot of people’s lives upside 
down, so I’m encouraged to see all 
of the authorities and agencies 
working together on this to protect 
local communities in the future. 

“These freak weather conditions 
are occurring more frequently and 
are becoming the norm, so we have 
to prepare ourselves for all 
eventualities.” 

Graham Brown, EDDC’s 
portfolio holder for environment 
and a ward member for Feniton, 
added: “The council is engaged in 
ongoing work to improve and 
maintain flood protection. 

“The multi-agency work helped 
provide a detailed list of many 
ways in which defences and 
response procedures could be 
improved. 

“This has seen many projects 
come to fruition, with more 
hopefully to follow.”

If you buy a double cab 
pickup through a limited company you will need to watch out for the benefit in 
kind charges that may be levied. Even so there should still be an overall tax 
advantage.”

EDDC letter makes Tesco 
takeover look murkier still 


EDITOR — Mark Williams’s letter 
of clarification in Putman’s View 
(Your Views and Letters, October 
27th) served only to make one aspect 
of the Tesco Town Takeover Tragedy 
even murkier — namely the 
relevance of land ownership in 
planning decisions. 

At the public meeting on 
September 15 th (during which 
Seaton’s fate was sealed) we heard 
several members of the East Devon 
District Council (EDDC) 
Development Management 

Committee remark that Tesco’s 
ownership of the land to be 
developed was an advantage, 
whereas Sainsbury’s lack of land 
ownership was a disadvantage. I 
thought this odd, but lacking legal or 
planning expertise, I felt unable to 
object. 

At the meeting of the EDDC 
Executive Board on October 7th this 
matter came up again. A councillor 
asked if EDDC was acting as a 
landowner or as a planning authority 
in one item on the agenda. Mark 
Williams then gave the meeting his 
advice that these roles had to remain 
separate. 


He always advised committees (he 
told us) not to take land ownership 
into account in planning matters. 
This seemed to me to suggest that the 
proceedings of the Development 
Management Committee on 
September 15th were improperly 
conducted in this respect, and that the 
chairman should have corrected or 
disallowed the remarks about land 
ownership... but once again I was 
uncertain about how to proceed. 

Mark Williams’s letter in Putman’s 
View has decided me. If the Chief 
Executive Officer of EDDC, master 
of vast publicity resources, legal 
luminary for the district and 
helmsman of the Sidmouth lifeboat 
can use your columns to provide 
guidance, then who are we to reject 
it? Perhaps he can explain to us little 
people exactly how property 
ownership should be dealt with in 
planning meetings and justify the 
apparent transgression of this policy 
on September 15th when Tesco was 
imposed on Seaton over the clear 
wishes of the residents.

Time to stop whingeing and 
get behind the regeneration 


EDITOR — Time to stop the 
whingeing. I must take issue with the 
comments expressed by Wendy 
McLean in Putman’s View (Your 
Views and Letters, page 11, October 
20th). 

Specifically I wish to focus on the 
very negative statement that the Wet 
and Wild Weekend held at Seaton 
Marshes Local Nature Reserve in 
August failed to attract ‘more than a 
few handfuls of visitors’ and that this 
‘shows that this appeals to very few 
visitors’. 

I wonder on what grounds Ms 
McLean can make such an outrageous 
claim. 

The event to which she refers 
attracted a total of 550 visitors over 
the course of the weekend and this 
was followed up by a further 120 
attending a smaller event, as part of 
Seaton Carnival, the following 
weekend. 

I spoke to families from the local 


area, as well as from further afield, 
and all were agreed that the Wet and 
Wild Weekend was a brilliant event 
that they would attend again in future 
years. 

I spoke to one family from 
Yorkshire who said they had returned 
to Seaton for their holiday because 
they had been to the Wet and Wild 
Weekend last year and wanted to 
come again. 

I think the efforts made by the 
council’s countryside service to lay on 
this sort of event, as well as the 
ongoing programme of improved 
visitor facilities to the nature reserves, 
is attracting a clear, positive response 
from the visiting public. 

I gather that other nature reserve 
projects similar to the Axe Estuary 
Wetlands already attract tens of 
thousands of visitors and I don’t see 
why our own wonderful reserves 
shouldn’t do the same for Seaton. 

Since Ms McLean is obviously 


prone to exaggeration for the sake of 
dramatic effect, this does call into 
question the credibility of other points 
she makes in her letter. 

Sadly, those who wanted another 
solution to Seaton’s regeneration 
needs are demonstrating that they are 
bad losers and must resort to 
hysterical terminology — “skyscraper 
blocks for the unemployed” — in a 
bid to win popular support. 

As an East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) councillor, I am proud of the 
efforts this council is making to not 
only attract private sector funding to 
the town but to maximise the 
effectiveness of its own assets to boost 
Seaton’s tourism offering. It is 
disingenuous to suggest that EDDC 
wants to destroy the town’s economy 
— for what possible purpose would 
that serve? 

Maybe those who want to talk down 
Seaton’s prospects should ask 
themselves what their motives are. 


These misguided people have the 
same mindset as those who blame 
Tesco for the closure of a holiday 
camp that was going out of business 
long before Tesco became involved, 
and who choose — conveniently — to 
forget that the major obstacle to the 
Sainsbury’s proposal was that they did 
not own the site on which they wanted 
to build. 

There was no stitch-up. The better 
proposal won the day and now we 
must move on. 

It’s time for those who really care 
about Seaton — as I do — to stop 
their whingeing and get behind the 
chosen regeneration partner. That way 
we may find that we can achieve the 
very best outcome for Seaton by 
working together rather than 
squabbling like a bunch of spoiled 
brats.

It s a funny 
old business 



BEING a newspaper editor is a funny old job. 

It is an amazing position and I regularly acknowledge 
my good luck that I am blessed with doing a job I 
actually enjoy when I hear so many others counting the 
days down until the weekend. 

But, like any job, it has its ups and downs. You come 
under fire from the public a great deal and it is not 
uncommon for the reasons to be things that are quite out 
of your control. 

To make up for those who are unhappy, you also 
receive gratitude and supportive comments from happy 
customers, which makes it all worthwhile. 

The other odd thing about being a newspaper editor is 
that it turns your working life upside down meaning you 
work absurd hours.

Local councillors did stand 
up against the Tesco store 


EDITOR — I have refrained from 
commenting or contradicting the 
often ill-informed and idiotic letters 
criticising Seaton town and district 
councillors because I have better 
things to do. 

However, after reading the letter in 
Pulman’s View (Your Views and 
Letters, October 13th) from “name 
and address supplied”, I feel I must 
present the facts. No wonder “name 
and address supplied” wants to 
remain anonymous because his or her 
ignorance is mind boggling. 

There is only one citizen of Seaton, 
other than sitting councillors, who is 
qualified to co mm ent on the actions 
of Seaton Town Council and its 
councillors and officers. Yes, allow 
me to repeat — just one. This person 
has attended nearly all meetings for 
the last eight years. It is very rare to 
get any other members of the public at 
meetings and even rarer to see one 
who attends two consecutive 
meetings. 

Here are the facts about the 
supermarket saga. First, let it be 
understood that Seaton Town Council 
is not the planning authority and has 
no power to stop any development 
whatsoever. The council acts only as 
consultees. 

That being said, after many, many 
hours of reading, the documents filled 


four boxes about the same size as our 
green recycling boxes for each 
application, and many hours of 
deliberations and discussion, Seaton 
Town Council’s planning committee 
held its meeting about this matter, in 
public, in the town hall. 

This was after public exhibitions 
and consultations some organised by 
the applicants and some by the town 
council. I wonder if “name and 
address supplied” has read all the 
documents in those boxes? 

By the time of this committee 
meeting it was obvious that the public 
favoured the north site, Sainsbury’s, 
against the south site, Tesco. 

I chaired this meeting which voted 
for the north site because, just like the 
consulted public, the committee 
members were convinced that this 
proposal would bring the most 
benefits to the town both 
economically and aesthetically. This 
decision had to be ratified by the full 
council which duly happened. 

Councillors voting for the north site, 
Sainsbury’s, were Pepita Collins, 
Graham Jones, John Meakin, Sophie 
O’Connell, Bob Palacio, Julia 
Roebuck and Claire Wise. No 
councillor voted against. Three 
councillors did not vote. Peter 
Burrows, who had to declare an 
interest because he had sought and 


received money from Tesco for the 
carnival; Jim Knight because he is a 
district councillor and could not 
prejudice his position; and Sandra 
Semple who said she had prejudged 
the issue. No councillor voted for 
Tesco and all those present voted for 
Sainsbury’s. We unanimously stood 
up against Tesco and stood up for the 
people’s choice. “Name and address 
supplied” clearly doesn’t know this 
and hasn’t bothered to find out. 

This decision was sent as a formal 
document to the planning authority, 
East Devon District Council, where it 
was discussed at its Development 
Management Committee where the 
officers recommended acceptance of 
the Tesco plan and rejection of the 
Sainsbury’s plan even though they 
were very aware of the desires of the 
people of Seaton and the views of the 
town council. 

Our district councillors, Stephanie 
Jones, Jim Knight and Margaret 
Rogers, were each given three 
minutes to put forward their views. I 
was not there but have been told that 
all three put forward similar views to 
those of the town council and the 
people they represent. 

The Development Management 
Committee duly met in Seaton Town 
Hall to formally make the decision. 
None of our district councillors are on 


this committee so have no vote. After 
much discussion and submissions 
from the public, the members took the 
advice of the unelected officers and 
voted for the south site, Tesco, and 
against the north site, Sainsbury’s. 

The East Devon District Council 
councillors who made the decision for 
the future of Seaton and its people 
were: GP Chamberlain, who 

represents Exmouth; JR Chubb, 
Sidmouth; PA Diviani, Yarty; AE 
Dinnis, Whimple; RFranklin, 
Budleigh Salterton; M Green, Beer; A 
Liverton, Raleigh; H Parr, Colyton; G 
Troman, Sidmouth; and SC Wragg, 
Exmouth. Councillor B Buxton 
abstained. 

The letter writer, “name and address 
supplied”, states that anyone who 
represents Seaton should resign 
because they went against 80 per cent 
of the people’s wishes. They didn’t, 
they all stood up against Tesco and for 
Sainsbury’s. 

This letter writer should get his or 
her facts straight before accusing hard 
working councillors of not taking 
notice of the people’s wishes. Shame 
on them. I look forward to a letter of 
apology to be printed in Pulman’s 
View with his or her name to it!

AN historic pub near Honiton has 
been saved thanks to the efforts of 
local residents. 

The Yarcombe Inn, Yarcombe, had 
been closed for the past 18 months but 
on Thursday, October 29th, at 6pm, 
the doors were open once again and 
the beer was flowing — the first pint 
was pulled by local vicar Alastair 
McCollum. 

The pub boasts many fascinating 
features and has parts which date back 
to the ninth century, it is also said to 
be the former watering hole of Sir 
Francis Drake. 

For months it sat empty and was 
under threat of being abandoned as no 
buyer could be found. 

However, a group of villagers, 
distressed at the potential loss of a 
valuable asset to the community 
contacted a variety of brewers and 
organisations to explore ways to re¬ 
open the village boozer. 

The group was approached by a 
broadcasting company and the pub is 
set to be featured on a series called 
Save Our Boozer. The show involves 
creating community pubs and follows 
the Yarcombe Inn during the first 
month of trading. 

Save Our Boozer can be seen on Sky 
channel Blighty in the new year. 

A committee has now been formed 
and it will be responsible for the day- 
to-day management and running of 
the Yarcombe Inn. 

Phil Kerr, of Yarcombe, has been 


one of the driving forces behind the 
project and said: “We think we had a 
very good turnout for the opening 
night and it seemed to be well 
received. A lot of beer was sold and 
we had a fantastic firework display.

Challenge gives cash 


IN the past few days there has 
been no shortage of news and 
reports about churches and 
church people worldwide, to 
which I shall turn later. In the 
meantime, there is news locally of 
changes amongst Anglican clergy 
in east Devon. 

Coming to join the parishes at 
Uplyme and Axmouth as Priest in 
Charge will be the Revd Gavin Tyte 
and his family who will live at 
Uplyme, and who are currently 
serving in the Diocese of Bath and 
Wells. He will be licensed to his new 
benefice at Uplyme church on 
Sunday, December 20th by the 
Bishop of Exeter. 

Leaving east Devon a little later, in 
the new year, will be The Revd 
Nicholas Edwards, Rector of the 
Colyton Benefice, who has been 
appointed to be team rector of the 
West Exe benefice comprising the 
four churches of St Thomas the 
Apostle, St Andrew, Emmanuel and 
St Philip, in succession to their 
recently retired rector, Revd Alan 
White. 

This group of parishes has a 
population of around 20,000, whereas 
Nicholas Edwards’s present churches 
are about a quarter of that figure — 
but they are much more widely spread 
across the east Devon countryside. 

Local events this week centre 
mainly on the traditional 
Remembrance Sunday services in all 
churches — although times vary, so 
do look out for posters and notices. 

During these services, it is 
customary for the names of the fallen 
to be read out and for wreaths to be 
laid on war memorials. Many local 
communities also observe the two 
minutes’ silence at the same 
memorials at 11am on November 


11th. 

At this season of remembrance, 
some will be interested to know that a 
new memorial is to be dedicated in 
the British Cemetery in Northern 
Cyprus commemorating all British 
casualties there prior to the grant of 
independence. The memorial will be 
dedicated by the Bishop of Cyprus 
and the Gulf, Michael Lewis. 

St Michael’s Church, Colyford, has 
its weekly prayers on November 6th 
at Elmwood (opposite the church). 
On the following day, November 7th, 
St Michael’s is holding a market and 
coffee morning in the Colyford 
Memorial Hall from 11am to 2pm. 

Branscombe church is holding a 
gospel service on November 15th at 
6pm, when the Kroft Originals 
Gospel Choir will lead the singing. 

Some readers will remember our 
report earlier this year of links with 
the churches in the Middle East, 
especially with St George’s Church at 
Baghdad. There they have a priest 
whose weekly congregations usually 
exceed one thousand. The church has 
developed a clinic and provides other 
assistance to the worshippers. Sadly, 
in the past few days, the renewed 
suicide bombing clearly targeted the 
church and its facilities. The clinic 
and related facilities were destroyed 
and much damage was done to the 
church. Our prayers are needed for all 
those who have suffered and funds 
will be welcome towards the cost of 
repairing the damage. Call 01297 
552942 for details. 

While local church life in east 
Devon continues week by week in its 
traditional way, often untouched by 
issues which concern the bishops and 
synods, and not making the headlines, 
the past few days have been an 
exception. Following the decision of 
the General Synod of the Church of 



England in February last to move to 
the consecration of women as 
bishops, the church committee 
responsible for the detailed plans 
appears to have had second thoughts 
about some of the special 
arrangements. The suggested changes 
re-opened for the opponents of this 
policy the alternative of leaving the 
Anglican church and converting to 
Catholicism — which some clergy 
and lay people did when the initial 
change was proposed. To ease the 
passages of those wishing to make a 
change of church. Pope Benedict has 
offered a way out for those desiring 
to take this road. The new proposals 
appear to go further than previous 
offers in that provision is made for 
worshipping communities, parishes 
and even a single diocese to enter into 
communion with Rome, without 
sacrificing their own traditions. 

Unfortunately, it appears the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, the leader 
of the worldwide Anglican church 
seemed stunned at the offer and is on 
record as saying that he only knew at 
a late stage. The effect of all these 
moves on the local churches will 
probably not be great and the work 
and worship will continue, but the 
existing alliance between low-church 
evangelicals and Anglo-Catholics 
may be less easy. 

The effect on the Roman Catholic 
church may also be far reaching, in 
particular, over the Pope’s signal of a 
readiness to extend further the 
welcome to married clergy. It is 
reported that this proposal is a leading 
cause of the collapse in the numbers 
of Europeans studying for the Roman 
priesthood. So while a road is being 
made easier for some Anglicans to 
convert to Catholicism, it seems fresh 
problems may well be created in 
Rome.

THE roads around Honiton are set to 
benefit from a share of a £2million 
improvement programme unveiled by 
Devon County Council. 

Highway engineers have spent the past few 
months analysing safety inspections, road 
condition surveys and reports from the public 
to identify which roads would benefit most 
from a share of the funding. 

Throughout the county 88 schemes, 
covering more than 80 miles of road, have 
been identified for an extensive programme 
of patching ahead of them being resurfaced 
in 2010. 


Stuart Hughes, DCC cabinet member for 
Highways and Transportation, said: “This 
£2million of funding is not a quick fix, and it 
won’t enable us to repair all of the roads 
across the county that may need some 
attention. 

“It’s not as simple as just throwing extra 
money at this problem and we have made 
sure we have taken time to assess the 
county’s roads before making any 
fundemental decisions. I’m delighted that 
our highways teams have carried out a 
thorough examination of our road network 
and have carefully identifitied roads where 
we can have the most impact. 


“We are targetting over 80 miles of 
Devon’s extensive highway network, and by 
intervening now, this work will extend the 
life of these roads for up to another 10 years. 

“These may not necessarily be the worst 
roads in Devon, but by getting them into a fit 
state for surface dressing we can cover a 
wider area and repair more roads than if we 
had just concentrated on a few.” 

More than £760,000 is being spent on the 
roads across east Devon, including Cotleigh, 
Feniton and Honiton. 

The repair work will be undertaken in rural 
areas this autumn to prepare minor lanes for 
surface dressing next summer.

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Returning to 
our reality and 
readers 7 letters 


FOR the past fortnight I have been in South 
Africa, spending a few days on the edge of the 
Kalahari to the south-west of Kimberley and 
then driving for seven hours to the Eastern Cape 
where the weather bore a strong resemblance to 
a wet, cold winter’s day in England, a marked 
contrast to the Kalahari climate which sustained 
me with hot, blue sky days and temperatures in 
the mid thirties. 

Now, having viewed a wide variety of plains game 
and birds, reptiles and insects, I have returned to reality 
and several readers’ letters! 

While in Africa, in camp, I watched hundreds of 
swallows and swifts, many of them native to Southern 
Africa, but a goodly number I imagine migrants from 
northern Europe. Extraordinary to think that I might 
even have seen the swallows which nested with us this 
summer and departed south so early this year. 

One reader, Mr Hodson, from Seaton, has written to 
me to note that he observed a massive gathering of 
swallows and martins over Axminster on September 
12th and watched hundreds of these birds flying over 
his garden each day, the last group of any note 
appearing on September 27th. He also, incidentally, had 
a visit from a moorhen to his garden pond and, as there 
are no lakes or rivers close, by wonders where it came 
from. 

Certainly, the swallows departed very early this year 
and whereas I usually see hundreds preparing to leave 
in early October, this year their passports were stamped 
in late September. This year we had only two broods, 
whereas three have been known though it is unlikely 
that October young would survive. 

Another reader, Heather Horlock, from Kilmington, 
tells me that she has seen several slow worms in her 
garden this year, slithering across the path and, she 
writes, into her pond. I just wonder, though, whether the 
water-bound reptile was, in fact, a grass snake. Slow 
worms do not usually take to water, whereas grass 
snakes are quite aquatic and readily hunt ponds for 
newts, frogs and tadpoles. Good to know that Heather 
has turned her garden into a wildlife sanctuary over a 
20-year period and obviously attracts a variety of 
wildlife. 

While I have been watching Kori bustards, secretary 
birds, Cape vultures, black eagles and a wide variety of 
LBJs (little brown jobs!), David Walters’s latest 
newsletter tells me that an eider was seen off Beer 
Head, three Mediterranean gulls have been spotted, plus 
two great skuas and, to counter my comments above, 
50-plus house martins were seen, again over Beer Head 
and two swallows were noted on October 28th. Otters, 
too, have been seen on Borrow Pit and Colyford Marsh 
and I suspect that numbers are steadily increasing along 
the Axe Valley river system. 

Included in the newsletter is a fine photograph, taken 
by Sue Smith, of a fox trotting along with a rabbits in 
its jaws. She also snapped two pheasants, one a 
common ring-neck, the other a green pheasant, and 
wonders where it came from. In fact, this type of 
pheasant is bred and released on hundreds of shoots, as 
it is renowned for flying high and fast and is, as a result, 
popular with shooting men. 

Here, at home, after a fortnight away I noticed how 
the leaves have turned russet red and yellow, though the 
strong winds and rain on Sunday night seems to have 
had little effect and the scenery is still autumnal. I do 
note, however, that the grass has not stopped growing 
and the lawns, trim when I went away, are now in 
urgent need of the mower. All we need is some 
sunshine!

I ALWAYS enjoy at¬ 
tending the produc¬ 
tions of Shute Theatre 
and Arts Guild for at least a couple of reasons. 

The first is because shows are well staged and en¬ 
joyable, and the second is that I find it of interest to 
see just how they manage to get the best out of the 
space available to them. 

Shute Church has much going for it as a venue for 
plays but it is hardly main stream. As usual the actual 
staging of their latest play was of top quality. 

Ibsen’s play “A Doll’s House” is set in the Norway 
of the 1880s, a time when women were tied to the mar¬ 
riage bed and the kitchen sink and were actively dis¬ 
couraged from having original thoughts and the ability 
to make decisions. 

It deals with the relationship (or lack of it) between 
a husband who believes completely in the superiority 
of the male gender and who treats his wife as a cher¬ 
ished chattel, and a wife who has, in the past, gone out¬ 
side the law to provide the wherewithal to save her 
husband’s life and currently trying to repair the situa¬ 
tion without his knowledge. 

The part of benevolent despot Torvald Helmer was 
played exceeding well by Richard Stenning. His clar¬ 
ity of diction was excellent in this large part and his 
condescending treatment of Nora, his wife, was real¬ 
istic enough to set my teeth on edge. His supercilious 
snobbery was, of course, the root cause of his wife’s 
problems. If his attitudes were typical of those of the 
era, (and they were) Norway must have been a pretty 
difficult place for a woman in Victorian times. 

The decision of director Victoria Pearce that the role 
of his wife Nora should be played by two actresses 
was both a brilliant and a brave one and for this idea 
alone she should take a bow. 

It worked well in practice too, although much of the 
credit for that should go to the people involved in her 
role. 

Helena Laughton played Nora as her husband re¬ 
garded her, a bright witless simpering plaything whose 
role in life was to be decorative, entertain him and his 
guests and give him babies. 

Elina Baker portrayed her as how she wanted herself 
to be, a woman, ready to be decisive and to go outside 
the law if necessary, as she had done in days past, hav¬ 
ing made the decision that the end justified the means; 
and now being ready to deal with the consequences of 
her actions, whatever they were. 

To describe the quality of the performance of either 
individual would be like trying to describe bacon with¬ 
out referring to egg. They dovetailed supremely well, 
their movements were well coordinated, with each tak¬ 
ing prominence as the occasion demanded and the 
Jenkin pound of sausages would certainly be split two 
ways for the excellence of their joint performance. 

John Currall played Nils Krogstad, the villain of the 
piece, showing great sinister malevolence, before his 
soft centre emerged, thanks in great part to the influ¬ 


ence of his one time fiance 
Kristine (Angela Perry) who, 
like himself, had fallen on 
hard times but was now looking for a way forward. 

Initially I felt that the play could have managed well 
enough without the character Doctor Rank, compe¬ 
tently played by David Clarke. 

Subsequently though it seemed that this family 
friend probably started the train of thought in Nora’s 
mind that led to her final decision, by treating her like 
an equal. 

If these were the main players, there were others who 
played their part in making “A Dolls House” the suc¬ 
cess it most certainly was. 

There was Helene the maid, played by Katie Forder; 
and nurse and governess Anne Marie (Louise 
Quincey) together with her charges, Emmy and Ivar, 
(Jasmine Pearce and Finnin Quincey), he being promi¬ 
nent for his voluminous but appropriate Scandinavian 
headgear. 

The rest of the costumes too certainly passed muster 
and did tend to mirror the personalities of the wearers. 

The script of Henrick Ibsen does of course , stand 
very firmly on its own two feet. The way it was both 
portrayed and executed however was of high quality 
and made it one of the best local productions I have 
seen in recent times.

Developed by Volkswa¬ 
gen’s special projects 
wing, Volkswagen Indi¬ 
vidual, prices for 
Scirocco R start at 
£26,945 on-the-road and 
£28,930 for the Golf R. 


Fitted with a 2.0-litre TSI 
four-cylinder engine and a 
six speed manual gearbox 
as standard, the Scirocco 
R develops 265 PS and 
258 lbs ft of torque while 
the Golf R produces 270 


PS and 258 lbs ft of torque. 
A six-speed DSG gearbox

For the first time on an ‘R’ 
model, the Scirocco R 


channels power though 
the front wheels and is fit¬ 
ted with the XDS electronic 
cross-axle traction control 
system to ensure im¬ 
proved grip in all condi¬ 
tions.

Alarmingly, a recent survey showed despite being intro¬ 
duced in 2001, motorists are still unsure of the date recog¬ 
nition system within the current style of new vehicle 
registrations.

rectly identified that the current “09" and “59” registrations, 
correlating to vehicles registered from March 1 and Septem¬ 
ber 1 2009, will be superseded by 10 and 60 respectively. 

Introduced in September 2001, the current style of regis¬ 
trations comprises two letters, a two figure age identifier, a 
space and three letters. Next year, 2010, will be recognised 
by 10 and 60. 

When the current style came into force, motorists were in¬ 
formed that vehicles registered from March 1 each year 
would be recognised by the lower numerical series and 
those first on the road in September by the higher numerical 
figure - 2002 is highlighted by 02 and 52, 2003 by 03 and 
53, 2004 by 04 and 54, 2005 by 05 and 55 and so on. 

Damian Lawson, DVLA Personalised Registrations’ Mar¬ 
keting Manager, said: “As sure as night follows day, 10 fol¬ 
lows 9 and 60 follows 59 and yet, incredibly, our survey has 
shown a vast majority of those motorists we quizzed could 
not answer our question asking what new registrations follow 
our 09 and 59 series in 2010.”

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Rugby round-up

SHIRTSLEEVES were again the order of the day on Saturday 
last when the short straw was drawn by Chard, and I trotted off 
to the Dening Field on the occasion of the club’s vice presi¬ 
dents’ luncheon to take in their Somerset Premier League game 
against Chew Valley, which the home side won comfortably 34- 
10 . 

SIDMOUTH 23pts TORQUAY ATHLETIC 26pts 

SIDMOUTH would have been both disappointed with this 
result, but more disappointed that it was their lack of discipline 
that contributed to it. They started the game most positively and 
came close to scoring on several occasions, but conceded a 
penalty after 15 minutes and the Torquay kicker made them pay.

AXE VALLEY PEDALLERS 


SEVEN members of the Axe Valley 
Pedallers (AVP) entered the 2009 
Dartmoor Devil Audax cycle ride organ¬ 
ised by Kevin Presland and members of 
the Devon section of the Cycle Touring 
Club (CTC). It is an extremely well mn 
event, which has stood the test of time for 
a ride at the end of October, this year was 
the 17th. 

It is not specifically a fundraising event, 
however Devon CTC raised £95 for Rapid 
UK a search and rescue charity. But what 
exactly is an Audax ride some of you may 
ask? Well in brief, Audax is non-competi¬ 
tive, time-limited long distance cycling. 
The word ‘Audax’ is Latin for ‘bold’ or 
‘courageous’, and it was first applied to 
cycling in 1897 when a group of Italian 
cyclists rode 200km between sunrise and 
sunset and became known as “les 
Audacieux”. These days classic ride 
lengths are 200, 300, 400 and 600km but 
rides can be a lot shorter - starting at 50km 
- and a lot longer. 

Audax events aren’t races; they’re 
undertaken with the aim of completing the 
event within a given time. The maximum 
time to complete the whole ride makes no 
set allowance for stopping of any kind, no 
breaks, meals nor mechanical stops. If you 


can get ahead of schedule, you take a 
break, if not you must pedal on relentless¬ 
ly. For the Dartmoor Devil the distance is 
not that far, only about 106 km, however 
and this is a big however, the amount of 
altitude gained is like cycling up Snowdon 
from sea level twice and adding a bit more 
for good measure. Add to that twisting 
descents covered in wet leaves, a forceful 
headwind to battle against across the open 
Moor and you realise that this is one of the 

toughest Audax rides in the country and 
is not to be taken lightly! 

Checkpoints are set up along the route at 
known distances, with a surprise check¬ 
point thrown in for good measure. A card 
is stamped to ensure that everyone rides 
the correct route within the allowed time 
frames. As a treat, the friendly folk of 
Devon CTC also lay on some cakes, which 
are just the best. 

So how did our Pedallers from the Axe 
Valley get on? This year 25 percent of the 
169 riders that started failed to finish, 
however all of the seven members of AVP 
completed the ride and are all feeling jus¬ 
tifiably proud. The members that took part 
were: Sebastian Cope, Trevor Yates, 
David Greenaway, Steve Norman, Clive 
Heard, Mike Wilkins and Alistair Cope.
